Claim Objections 

6. Claims 5-24 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot refer to another multiple dependent claim and must refer back 
in the alternative only. See MPEP § 608.01(h). Accordingly, the claims 5-24 have not been 
further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

8. Claims 1-4 appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical errors and indefinite language. 

9. The preamble of claim 1 uses the exclusive language of "consisting of, and therefore the 
open-ended phrase "at least one. . ." in the body of the claim renders the claim indefinite as to the 
exclusive elements of the invention. 

10. Regarding claim 1, the phrase "connected positively" is unclear. 

1 1 . Regarding claim 1 , are the "pressure/tension elements (5)" referencing the previously 
recited "at least two pressure/tension elements (15)"? 

12. Regarding claim 1, what is the "generating line"? 

13. It is unclear if the "at least one of hollow elements" recited in claim 1, line 16, is 
referencing the "hollow element" previously recited in claim 1, line 3. 

14. In claim 2, "the at least three pressure/tension elements" lacks antecedent basis. 
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15. It is unclear how many tension elements are included as claim 2 recites one and claim 3 
recites a pair. 

16. It is unclear if the "at least one structural element" and "at least one flat surface" recited 
in claim 4 are referencing the "at least one structural element" and "surface" previously recited 
in claim 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

17. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. It is noted claim 1 was examined 
per the exclusive preamble language of "consisting of. 

18. Claims 2-4 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
